CHICAGO—(#>—Rodney Brodie, who made medical history 2y3 years 


ago by becoming the first head-joined Siamese twin to survive separa- 
tion, is in grave condition following an unexpected setback. 


University of Illinois Research 


Hospital said the famous 3^-year- 
old boy ha* a brain hemorrhage 
which doctors are unable to check. 


Rodney has been in a coma 


since early Friday. 


No Injury 


Doctors say there is no appar- 


ent injury 
to Rodney's brain, 


which has been without a hard 
covering, and that they have been 
unable to determine the cause of 
the bleeding. 


The youngster, who had been liv- 


ing a normal life at his family's 
Ferri*, HI., farm home, was re- 
turned to the hospital Tuesday aft- 
er his parents noticed he had be- 
come lethargic and did not run and 
play as usual. 


Surgeons discovered the internal 


bleeding in an exploratory opera- 
tion Thursday, but the setback was 
not made public until Friday night. 


Rodney and his twin brother, 


Roger, were born Sept. 16, 1951. 
They were parted in a 12-hour, 40- 
minute operation when they were 
1* months old, Dec. 17, 1952. 


Common Vein 


The tots had a common sagittal 


sinus, the main vein which drains 
blood from the brain. Rodney ap- 
peareu to be withstanding the op- 
eration better and, in a difficult 
decision by the 15-person surgical 
team, the vein was given to him. 


Roger died 34 days later. 


Until recently, Rodney was the 


only head-joined Siamese twin to 
live through separation. 


Now, Deborah Mane and Chris- 


tine Mary Andrews of Chicago,

An agreement was reported near today to end the 55-day strike 


on the Louisville k Nashville Railroad Monday morning and send the 
disputed issues to arbitration. 


The agreement was hammered |

out at an all night session of union { dl5charged as he w-as getting. out 
and management representatives 
with the National Mediation Board. 


Some details still were being 


worked out but the main features 
of the agreement—the basis'for ar- 
bitrating the case—had been decid- 
ed upon it was learned from the 
negotiators. 


It was apparent that the longest 


railroad strike the nation has ex- 
perienced in 33 years, involving 
25,000 workers, was rapidly coming 
to a close. 


An L&N bndge guard was shot 


and killed F r i d a y night near 
Frankfort, Ky., but police said that 
for the time being they considered 
the shooting accidental. 


Police said Uiey were told the 


guard. 23-year-old Raymond D. 
Murphy, was shot through the 
chest when a gun in a coat pocket 


of a truck. 


Francis A. O'Neill Jr., chairman 


of the board, said chances of a 
settlement appeared good. 


"We're talking business," O'Neill 


said. "The flare up (over the fatal 
shooting of a striker) is all over 
with." 


His statement came a few hours 


after dynamite blasts derailed two 
freight trains m Kentucky. One 
blast derailed five diesel units and 
12 freight cars near Corbin. Three 
cars of another L&N freight were 
derailed after a dynamite charge 
bent tracks between Corbin and 
Knoxville. No one wa» injured.

Upswing in 
Employment 


WASHINGTON (B—Some Repub- 


licans said today a new gain in 
employment—if the trend continues 
—promises to undermine a poten- 
tial Democratic issue in the 1956 
presidential campaign. 


But some Democrats insisted an 


April figure of 61,685,000 persons 
working on civilian jobs is "mis- 
leading," arguing there is critical 
unemployment in many areas of 
the country. A joint report Friday 
by the Labor and Commerce De- 
partments also said unemployment 
dropped by 200,000 to about 2,362,- 
000. 
' 


Raps Demon 


Sen. Ives (R-NY) said the-report 


that employment rose by a record 
1,208,000 from early March to 
early April "entirely justifies the 
p r e d i c t i o n s the administration 
stuck to last year when Democrats 
were crying depression." 


Sen. 
Kuchel (R-Calif) said in a 


separate interview that if the trend 
continues "it certainly will destroy 
a Democratic campaign issue for 
1956." 
* 


On the other hand, Sen. Kilgore, 


(D-WVa) contended .the govern- 
ment report overlooked what he 
said was serious unemployment ;n 
many regions. 


"This unemployment is going to 


hurt the Republicans next year," 
Kilgore asserted. "No matter what 
the statistics say, you can't con- 
vince a man he has a job if he 
doesn't have one." 


Sen. Hill (D-Ala) said the total 


employment figure is "misleading" 
because he contended it doesn't 
take into account an increase m 
the total labor supply. Hill noted 
that factory jobs were still well 
heiow the postwar record for Apnl 
1953. 


GOP to Benefit 


Ives and Kuchel agreed that Re- 


publicans can be expected to bene 
fit politically if employment con- 
tinues at a high level into 1956. 


"If th& economic situation holds 


and we don't get involved in a 
shooting war, the Democrats will 
not have a chance to beat Eisen- 
hower next y«ar," Ives declared. 


Hill complained, however, that 


Lhe Eisenhower administration is 
"doing nothing" to meet the prob 
lem of soft spot* in the economy. 


"The best thing they could do 


would be to go back to a sound 
farm program," he said., "Farm 
purchasnig power is way down and 
that is costing jobs for a lot of 
people who make things the farm 
er buys," ht Mid.

A plan that was to have re- 


stored bus service to Dixon 
Thursday apparently folded 
today but there was a slim 
hope that local interests 
would move in behind the 
scheme. 


Two out-of-town bus company op- 


erators bowed out of the transit 
picture last night later encounter- 
ing a fantastic series of difficul- 
ties. In' the final analysis they 
acted on advice from representa- 
tives of the bus division, Illinois 
Commerce Commission, in making 
their decision not to operate the 
suspended Dixon line. 


"Spread Thin" 


The two men. Gene Curry. Ke- 


wanee, and Robert Lutes, Gales- 
burg, who operate bus lines in 
those cities as well as Sterling, 
were told by ICC investigators 
that perhaps they were "spreading 
themselves too thin" in taking on 
the Dixon- operation. - 
- • - 


This came" after Lutes and Curry 


had procured their ICC, permit 
from Springfield higher-ups, ar- 
ranged for insurance coverage, 
made provisions to purchase the 
busses from the defunct Dixon 
Transit Co., and literally had the 
busses "gassed up" for their first 
run Thursday. 


In -addition, the Chamber of 


Commerce had promoted the sale 
of almost $1,000 worth of bus tick- 
ets to would-be bus patrons in 
order to lend encouragement to 
the new line. 


Held in Escrow 


This ticket money is being held 


in escrow, however, and will be 
returned to the purchasers of tick- 
et books. According to Ralph 
Richie, executive manager of the 
Chamber, the money is.available 
now to those who will present 
them to the stores and business 
establishments where they pur- 
chased the books.

To Halt Sale of 271 Bonds 


Attorneys for three taxpayers in 


Community Unit School District 271 
will ask a temporary injunction 
from the circuit court Monday to 
prevent the board of education 
from selling any bonds for a school 
building program. 


Board Secretary Beryl Beegly, 


Franklin Grove, was issued a sub- 
poena late Friday to appear in 
court Monday at 10 a.m. with the 
board's records. 


A temporary injunction will be 


asked until a hearing for a perma- 
nent injunction is held early in 
June. 


Thursday night the board accept- 


ed a bid on S275.000 in bonds to be 
sold at 2^ per cent interest for an 
addition to Pawpaw school and re- 
modeling of Lee Center and Ash- 
ton schools. It also established a 
building policy calling for the sale 
of $625,000 in bonds to finance a 
new grade school in Ashton. a high 
school in Franklin Grove and an 
addition to Lee Center school. 


The district has been torn for 


several years over the question of 
a building program. A group of 
citizens favoring the withdrawal of 
the Ashton area from the district 
has scheduled a public discussion 


meeting on the plan Monday at 8 
p.m. in the Mills-Petrie building 
gym.

halted until it can report 


Sunday whether, in its view, 
present supplies of the Salk 
vaccine are safe. 


Surgeon 
General 
Leonard

Scheele made this announcement 
early today, several hours after a 
six-man medical panel completed 
a two-day study of the way in 
which the serum is manufactured 
and tested. 


Scheele gave no hint of what the 


panel had reported. He indicated, 
though, that other "information" 
also would be considered before 
the Public Health Service gives an 
official opinion Sunday. 


Only Friday, Scheele had rec- 


ommended vaccination programe 
be continued. He said then that 
vaccine already cleared by th« 
Health Service for public use. wa» 
safe. 


Medical Men Meet 


The medical panel met at th« 


National Institutes of Health, Beth- 
esda, Md., after a number of state» 
reported 
post-inoculation 
polio 


cases. One member of the group 
•was Dr. Jonas Salk of Pittsburgh, 
developer of the vaccine. 


The Health Service said in a 


statement that it would evaluate 
the panel's recommendations and 
other information, then announe* 
its findings. It added: 


"Pending the Sunday announce- 


ment, the surgeon general recom- 
mended that" states and municipali- 
ties postpone 
their vaccination 


programs." 


Scheele 
had 
announced Fri- 


day that the government wan hold- 
ing up clearance of new batches 
of the vaccine until it could be 
certain that "every conceivable 
safeguard" was being used. 
•He told newsmen the inspection 


of new vaccine supplies would b« 
resumed right away if present 
safety measures were judged ade- 
quate. He said there would be a 
few day's delay if more exhaustive 
test methods were needed. 


Stressed Point 


Scheele stressed there was "no 


cause for alarm" in the holdup of 
inspections—a step that prevent* 
new batches from being shipped 
by manufacturers. 


In California, plans were an- 


nounced — before today's Health 
Service recommendation was made 
public—for resuming vaccinations 
halted 10 days ago. California was 
hardest hit among states reporting 
some children developed polio or 
similar symptoms following inoc- 
ulation. 


Early today, however. California 


announced the program would re- 
main suspended until the Health 
Service makes its finding. 


The 
Kansas 
State Board 
of 


Health also had decided to go 
ahead with its vaccination pro- 
gram. 


What effect today's announce- 


ment would have on the plans of 
Kansas and other states wag not 
known immediately. It was be- 
lieved that few states had planned 
weekend inoculations. 


Some health authorities asked 


federal officials Friday if the halt 
in inspections meant disapproval 
of the vaccination program. At the 
time, it did not mean cancellation 
of approval. 


Dr. Salk's Statement 


These queries led Dr. Salk to is- 


sue a statement saying some per- 
sons apparently had "enlarged con- 
siderably" on the meaning of 
Scheele's comments. 


Sa.ik said postinoculattoa polio 


cases made it necessary to study 
all aspects of the situation "with 
the same care and precision as 
was followed in the large scale

After they 
had gone 12 blocks, a cordon of po- 
lice attempted to stop the march 
and fights broke out. The mount- 
ed officers then moved in to break

Here's a House Designed 
With 'Little Woman9 in Mind 
Architect 
Says Work 
Made Easy 


Housewives, do you want to get 


a modern kitchen in a hurry? 


Take an architect's advice. Ask 


your husband to pay you by the 
hour for a while. 


"Few 
persons realize that a 


housewife's time is worth money," 
says Herman H. York. Jamaica, 
N. Y., architect who specializes in 
new home designs. "If they did, 
they would provide her with equip- 
ment and a time-saving kitchen ar- 
rangement that would enable her 
to work efficiently." 


Housewives spend up to 80 per 


cent of a day's time in preparing 
food, laundering and supervising 
children at play, York says. The 
ideal in home-planning is to create 
a layout that enables her to do all 
those tasks from one location—an 
area he calls the "Woman's Work- 
shop." 


Most Laundries Inefficient 


"Once you scatter these opera- 


tions you run into inefficiency." he 
says. "Take the home laundry. 
Studies show that while laundering 
operations generally take a great 
deal of a housewife's time, it is 
'scattered' time. She can't wait in 
the laundiy for the washer to com- 
plete its cycle but has other work 
to do elsewhere. She spends half 
the day running to and from the 
laundry area, sometimes up and 
down a flight of stairs. 


"If she were on a businessman's 


payroll and he sa\v her doing that, 
he would change that arrangement 
in an instant." 


What's the ideal laundry loca- 


tion? Some women prefer laundry 
facilities in the kitchen. Others ob- 
ject, however, to sorting and wash- 
ing clothes in the food-preparation 
center. This objection, York says, 
is especially strong in homes with 
^children where, as one mother 
commented, "they are eating all 
day long." 


Ideal Location >"ear Kitchen 
"The ideal arrangement is to 


give the laundry a light, ground- 
s-el spot next to the kitchen and 
close to the outdoois so that it is 
an integral part of the Woman's 
Workshop, yet keeps the kitchen 
clear for food preparation and in- 
formal eating. 


"This arrangement raises an ob- 


vious objection: Won't it cost too 
much? 


"It is now becoming more gen- 


erally recognized that adequate 
floor space need not be nearly so 
expensive as people have thought. 
Whether you have a tiny, ineffi- 
cient kitchen-laundry cubicle or a 
large one, you must spend the 
same amount for plumbing, range, 
refrigerator, sink, fan, and appli- 
ances such as washer and dryer. 
The cost per square foot of a com- 
plete modern kitchen-laundry with 
adequate space therefore is con- 
siderably less than that of small, 
cramped quarters. 


"Viewed even from a cold busi- 


ness point of view, an inefficient 
laundry set-up is false economy. 
Unless the laundry is located in a 
position where it is easy to reach 
from the kitchen and outdoors, as 
much as half an hour of a house- 
wife's time may be wasted every 
day. Her time certainly is worth at 
least SI.50 an hour, so the waste 
amounts to 75 cents a day A busi- 
nessman would figure that this

If husbands had to pay their wives hourly wages, they woud provide more efficient, time-saving "wom- 
en's workshops," sajs Herman H. York, architect for many of the New York area's leading home 
developments. 
York, whose office is at 90-04 161st Street, Jamaica. L. I., contends that a business- 


man who had to pay his wife $1-50 an hour would try to concentrate her food-preparing, laundering and 
child-caring activities in one place so as to get the most done in the shortest possible time. His "York- 
ville" plan (abo\e) contains, in a compact area all the requirements for a modern kitchen, including 
built-in dinette and food freezer; an adjacent laundry room with washer, dryer and ironing space, plus 
easy access from either location to the garage and the children's outdoor play area. The house Itself 


contains 1737 square feet, exclusi\e of porch. 


Be Systematic 
When Cleaning 
Heating Plant 


Have a system for cleaning your 


your heating plant? 


If you don't you should have, say 


engineers at the Coleman Heating 
Institute, Wichita, Kans. They point 
out that a systematic way of at- 
tacldng this spring or summer 
chore makes sure no essential step 
will be skipped. 


Here's their advice. It's a meth- 


d for making an annual checkup 
of forced warm-air heating. Be- 
cause forced warm air. is the fast- 
est-growing heating system 
for 


homes, manv, home-owners aren't 
fully familiar with it: 


1—Clean registers with a hose- 


type vacuum cleaner. Reach down 
inside the air ducts as far as you 
can. 


2—Change the air filter unless it 


has been in service only a month 
or two. If it is reasonably new, re- 
move it and -tap it on the ground 
to knock surface dirt off. then use 
the vacuum cleaner to pull deeper 
dirt out. 


3—Use the vacuum cleaner— 


handy gadget, isn't it?—on the gas 
burner, too. But don't do this until 
the pilot has been extinguished, 
the Coleman people caution. 


*—Oil fan bearing 
assemblies 


and the fan motor as recommend- 
ed by the manufacturer (his in- 
structions are posted on the fur- 
nace).- Check ahgnmem and ten- 
sion of the fan belt.

"In building a house, after you 


pay all the constant costs such as 
plumbing, kitchen appliances, elec- 
tricity and so on, you can add 
floor space for less than S4 a 
square foot. An adequate, acces- 
sible laundry area therefore will 
pay for itself in about two years." 


Interviewed at his Jamaica, N. 


Y., offices where he creates plans 
for many of New York's outstand- 
ing home developers, York said 
that the up-to-date Woman's Work- 
shop should contain the usual 
equipment of range, sink and re- 
frigerator, plus dishwasher, gar- 
bage disposal unit and electric ex- 
haust fan. Close by should be a 
substantial frozen food -freezer— 
"standard equipment in the home 
of tomorrow." he predicts. 


Dinette for Six 


Separate eating space should be 


provided in the kitchen for at least 
six persons, he says. Distinctly re- 
moved from the food center, yet 
only a few steps away, should be 
the clothes washer, dryer and iron- 
ing space. 


Amorig other factors to consider 


in planning your Woman's Work- 
shop are: Accessibility from the 
garage. (Apart from convenience, 
an arrangement that facilitates un- 
loading and carrying groceries and 
other goods destined for the kitch- 
en has a value of as much as $100 
a year m a house-wife's time, he 
says.) 


Accessibility to outdoors. (If a 


mother can view the garden and 
outdoor patio where the children 
play, while she works in the kitch- 
en and laundry, she'll save many 
steps and much time during the 
day.)

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Watch Roof Deck 
For Damp Spots 
After Hea>y Rain 


Ever stop to think that the roof's 


been outside all winter long, ex- 
posed to the worst the weather can 
throw at ii, xvlule you've been in- 
side cozy and warm and dry? For 
this reason, the roof should be the 
starting point for the annual spring 
check-up, just to make sure ice 
and snow have caused no damage. 


A good time to check the roof is 


after a heavy rain, when wet spois 
indicating damage are likely T.O 
show up. Look at the underside of 
the roof deck and pay special at- 
tention to the areas around the 
chimney and soil stacks. If there 
are signs of moisture, the roof 


might be leaking. It's wise to call 
in a reliable roofing contractor for 
a thorough inspection to see wheth- 
er reroofing is necessary. 


It is usually false economy to 


patch up an old leaky roof. Since 
all parts of a roof tend to weather 
equally, the first leak in an old 
roof usually indicates others are on 
the way. Patching a weathered 
roof is a temporary measure at 
best—and added expense, for soon- 
er or later reroofing will become 
necessary anyway. 


In most cases, a new roof of 


asphalt shingles can be econom- 
cally applied right over old roof- 
ng. This eliminates the time, 
rouble and expense of removing 
:he worn material and preserves 
the insulating value of the old roof- 
ng.

President Eisenhower's liberalizing foreign trade pro 


gram is not yet out of the woods, but it has moved close to 
the clearing due to the senate finance committee's over 
whelming favorable endorsement. 


Opponents of the legislation are bringing up their guns 


for another barrage on the senate floor. Still, there is good 
prospect the program, will come through largely unscathed 


The measure approved by the senate committee is free 


of all really crippling amendments. Two major qualification 
were adopted, but neither one takes away the president' 
essential discretionary power in matters of tariff adjust 
ment. 


The proposal sent to the floor extends for three years 


instead of the usual one, the president's authority to nego 
tiate reciprocal trade agreements. 
It further empowers him to reduce individual tariff 


five per cent a year for each of three years. And whereve 
tariff rates exceed 50 <per cent, he could lower them to tha 
level.These liberalizing features plus the longer extension ar 
the heart of Mr. Eisenhower's trade plan, whose aim is t< 
stimulate broader trading with our friends abroad so thej 
may become more self-reliant economically. 


. The reciprocal trade program, in its two decades of life 


has been a steady target of the high tariff advocates in th 
nation. This year was no exception. If anything, the strug 
gle has been tougher than ever. 


Many American economic interests have sought to im 


pose compulsory import quotas, restricting the inflow of kej 
commodities like oil and certain metals. Had even one been 
adopted as an amendment, it would have been hard to ba 
the door to a flood of others. 


The committee stopped the rush with a compromise plan 


that would authorize import quotas or other limits in case 
where it was judged that imports actually threaten national 
security. But the president, not the tariff, commission o: 
defense officials, would still make the final decision whethe: 
U. S. industries vital to security were being hurt. 


The committee-approved bill also would make it some- 


what easier for domestic producers to claim injury from 
imports. But the president would retain power to reject a 
tariff commission recommendation for higher tariff in such 
cases. So far Presidents Truman and Eisenhower have turnec 
down 10 out of 15 such recommendations." 


Considering the dire predictions often made this year 


respecting the fate of the president's foreign trade program 
the finance committee's action represents an important ac 
complishment.

Tuesday will be the 50th anniversary of President 


Theodore Roosevelt's brief visit to Dixon on May 10, 
1905. 
President Teddy v.-as touring the nation in the year 


which followed his election, and through the efforts of 
local political figures, a three-minute stop was scheduled 


at the Chicago and Northwestern 
depot in Dixon while the special train 
was rolling east to Chicago. 


Thousands of Dixonites plus resi- 


dents 
of 
surrounding 
communities, 


gathered 
at the flag-decked depot 


shortly after 9 a. m. to see the ro- 
bust, enthusiastic man who held the 
nation's highest office. 


Preparations for the visit were made 


with the idea in mind of having as 
manv of the children as possible see 


Public and parochial schools were dis- 


missed and cadets of the Rock River Academy attended 
in a body. Special space was provided for the children 
at the depot. In addition, the Grand Detour plow works, 
Reynolds wire mill, Borden milk plant, Watson-Plummer 
shoe factory and many other businesses closed during the 
period of the President's visit. 


When the train arrived. Uie beaming President 


was introduced by Mayor I. F. Edwards. The pres- 
ence of all the children prompted the Pre*ident, 
during his brief addre**, to say, "I congratulate you 
upon the fact that you »eem to be raising a first- 
class type of Illinois citizen here." 
"Teddy" also had praise for Illinois as he said, "Illi- 


nois is one of the garden spots of the world." 


Operation of the special train was designed for the 


utmost in safety for the President. All other traffic was 
ordered off the line when the presidential special was 
in the area, and a flagman was assigned to each street 
and highway crossing on the route. A pilot train ran 15 
minutes ahead of the special to insure a clear track. 


Patrick McGuire, Dixon, had the honor of be- 


ing me conductor on the President's train in this 
area, and Joe Mclntyre, Dixon, was the flagman.

Oregon's Literary Patroness 


By JUDITH SIMPSON 


Seventh Grade, Oregon School 


For a few days in the summer of 1843, Oregon (pop- 


ulation, 225) had an unusual visitor—Margaret Fuller, 
who was an outstanding author, critic, and editor. Miss 
Fuller came from Boston to visit her uncl*-, William W. 
Fuller, who practiced^law in Ogle County. She traveled 


by boat from Buffalo to Chicago and then west by lum- 
ber wagon to Oregon. She was quite carried away by it 
all. for this was the first long journey she had ever taken 
through the country. 


Upon her return home, she wrote her first book, 


"Summer on the Lakes,, in 1843." She was charmed by 
the Rock River Valley and the countryside surrounding 
Oregon. She recalled that "Two of the boldest bluffs are 
called the "Deer's Walk ... and the Eagle's Nest. The 
latter I visited* one glorious morning: it was that of the 
fourth of July, and certainly I think I had never felt so 
happy that I was born in America. Woe to all country 
folks that never saw this spot, never swept an enraptured 
gaze over the prospect that stretched beneath. I do be- 
lieve Rome and Florence are suburbs compared to this 
capital of nature's art.'* 


While visiting the bluff, named after an eagle's nest 


in a red cedar tree high up on the height, Miss Fuller 
saw the eagle swoop down to the spring at the foot of the 
bluff to get a drink. It reminded her of the Greek god 
Zeus, who changed himself into an eagle to seek a cup"" 
bearer and found Ganymede. So on the height she wrote 
the poem, "Ganymede to His Eagle." The following lines 
are taken from the poem. 


A hundred times, at least, from the clear spring. 


Since the full noon o'er hill and valley glowed, 


I've filled the vase which our Olympian king 


Upon my care for thy sole use bestowed; 


That at the moment when thou should'st descend 


A pure refreshment might thy thirst attend. 


After publication of her book, Miss Fuller became 


literary critic for Horace Greeley's "New York Tribune." 
Later she traveled to Europe and married an Italian rev- 
olutionary, the Marquis Ossoli. They and their young 
son were drowned in a shipwreck near New York on 
July 19, 1850, just a few miles short of completing their 
voyage from Italy. 


On September 17, 1880, many people assembled at the 


foot of Eagle's Nest bluff to dedicate a marble tablet in- 
serted in the stone above Ganymede's Spring, commemo- 
rating Miss Fuller's visit and poem. An island south of 
the bluff on Rock River was named in her honor.

German Army

10 Years Ago 


REIMS, France IJ)— Ten years 


ago today Gen. Alfred Gustav 
Jodl strode into the map room at 
Allied headquarters here to sur- 
render Germany'* armed forces.

Eisenhower's headquarters, keeps 
the surrender room as it was at 
2:41 a.m.. May 7, 1945. Huge col- 
ored maps paper the wall, show- 
ing the advance of , the Allied 
forces. 


The Germans tried to give up 


to the Western powers alone, 
pleading there were six million 
German refugees In Eastern Eu- 
rope and they had to keep fight- 
ing the Russians to protect the 
refugees. But Allied policy called 
for unconditional surrender of the 
Germans. Eisenhower insisted they 
give up to all. He got his way. 


The Western Allies tried to hold 


up news of the surrender 24 hours, 
wanting to get a Soviet announce- 
ment at the same time. 
They 


failed. Eastern Europe still cele- 
brates the anniversary May 9, the 
date of another signature at Ber- 
lin. 


In view of the position West Ger- 


many achieved this week as a sov- 
ereign partner of the West, few 
Allied bigwigs were expected to 
attend anniversary ceremonies in 
Western Europe. 


At Reims itself, the celebration 


was held to a low pitch. Arrange- 
ment called for dedication -of a 
plaque on the house where Eisen- 
hower lived and inauguration of a 
memorial to French resistance 
forces.

Many find, that 
after they once get it, they don't exactly know what 
to do with it.

Keeping Houae 


Jon* 


Sometime ago, a woman's maga- 


zine had a most interesting article 
entitled, "Are You Keeping House 
the N«w Way?" The article was set 
up to help women evaluate mostly 
their equipment. Of course we need 
to realize that equipment isn't al- 
ways the answer. We need to learn 
how to use it well and care for it 
properly so it can do the job cut 
out for it. 


A score card was set up with a 


point system. Some of them were 
as follows: Four points if you own 
a pressure saucepan and use it to 
cut food preparation time; six 
points if you keep your cooking 
toola close at hand so they are 
ready to pee-1 potatoes, stir sauce, 
and ladle out food (not all clutter- 
ed together in some drawer),, and 
six points if you have an automatic 
coffee maker of some type. It 
does a. big job when you consider 
how often many households pre- 
pare coffee. It takes away the 
guesswork and gives uniform good 
results. 


Three points are awarded to the 


homemaker who has discovered 
wall bracket devices, especially the 
can opener. There are also juicers, 
knife sharpeners, bottle cap open- 
ers, etc. Score three points, too, if 
you have a roomy dish drainer and 
let it do your dish drying for you, 
and two points to the woman who 
has her cupboards and drawers 
organized. This means drawer di- 
viders, spice racks on doors, files 
for trays, plates, pans, etc. 


Three points, the article said, to 


the woman who mops linoleum and 
tile floors the upright way. This 
means up and off the hands and 
knees. Four points to the woman 
who went out and bought a good 
pot or pan this last year. New 
saucepans are things of beauty and 
inspire us to "perk up" sometimes. 
They also save fuel and improve 
the cooking of all foods. 


Custard Sauce 


If you would Mke a custard 


sauce prepared the easy simple 
way, just use a package of the 
instant pudding mix and use three 
cups^of milk to the package in- 
stead of the usual two .cups. Try 
combining gelatin and one of these 
"custards." Make up a package of 
your favorite flavor gelatin. Cool; 
place in refrigerator until it is 
^very thick, whip until light. Then 
'let it become firm and set. Serve, 
by spooning into parfait glasses. 
Top with custard sauce that goes 
well with the particular flavor of 
gelatin selected. 


For Strength 


The walls' of all blood vessels in 


the human body depend on ascorb- 
ic acid for their strength. The walls 
of the capillaries are most affected 
when there is a partial lack of this 
Vitamin C (as it is known). The 
body often bruises easily when 
this vitamin is deficient in the 


capillary walls. The reason being 
that the walls are not quite so elas- 
tic. Pink toothbrush is often a 
symptom of ascorbic acid lack. 


Ascorbic acid or Vitamin C is 


needed in your diet every day. It 
cannot be stored in the body be- 
cause of its rapid dissolving in 
water. Activities which increase 
perspiration also increase ascorbic 
acid loss. We need almost twice as 
much Vitamin C when we partake 
of strenuous exercise as when we 
are at rest. 


One of the best ways to get our 


Vitamin C is drinking a glass of 
orange juice or eating that half of 
a grapefruit for breakfast. Other 
sources of the vitamin are lemons, 
parsley, tomatoes, fresh strawber- 
ries, green or red peppers and raw 
cabbage. Serving foods raw often- 
times • insures getting maximum, 
amounts of Vitamin C. When cook- 
ing foods, do-not overcook and boil 
water first before adding the vege- 
table. This allows the oxygen to 
escape. Oxidation causes greatest 
loss of Vitamin C. Any contact 
with copper completely destroys 
Vitamin C. So avoid using this type 
of metal. Also remember that over- 
cooked and warmed-over foods are 
practically devoid of ascorbic acid. 


For Sick Child 


How to keep that youngster in bed 


when he gets sick often becomes a 
problem. Here's a suggestion or 
two. Supply him with a variety of 
interesting things. Picture books, 
paper dolls, hand puppets, crayons 
and paper. 


Put several toys within easy 


reach. Provide a way so he can 
turn from one to the other, thus 
time may go more quickly. An old 
card table with the legs cut off 
makes a solid play surface. He can 
keep his toys on it or he can use 
it for coloring and other activities. 


It's best not to give the child 


paints, they are apt to be spilled. 
Also avoid reading matter, it 
causes eye strain. Stick to simple 
games and toys that he can play 
with.

CHICAGO W—Richard J. Finne- 


gan, who rose from newsboy-re- 
porter to editor and publisher in 55 
years of Chicago newspapering, 
died Friday night. He was 70. 


On April 7, Finnegan-, consulting 


editor of the Chicago Sun-Times, 
suffered a heart attack at his of- 
fice and was admitted to the Ev- 
anston Hospital. 


He was editor and publisher of 


the old Chicago Times before the 
1948 merger \vhich created the Sun- 
Times, then became editor and ex- 
ecutive vice president of the Sun- 
Times. He held the position until
